WHY DOES IT TAKE SO LONG 


(The article below, somewhat condensed, is taken from a recent issue 
of the Temple University Library Bulletin and is reprinted here be- 
causc the difficulties expericnced by the Temple library to affect 
speedy book order service for its faculty are equally true of Idaho-— 
in fact of all universities at the present time.) 


In the ointment of faculty~library relations there is a large 
and rather permanent fly. He is occasioned by the question asked 
above. Professor X wishes to order a book. He asks the Library 
to get it. Three months later he looks in the card catalog and 
secs a typed manila slip, with "Temporary Catalog Card" on it,

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He asks at the desk for the book, After a long wait he is told that 
the book is in the Catalog Department, Then--the Question, "Why does 


it take so long?" 


A person who is accustomed to walking into a bookstore and pick- 
ing up a book finds it hard to understand why it may take as long as 
a month for the Library even to sccure an ordinary title which is in 
print in this country, ‘et us examine the way the Library goes about 
getting such books. Ifost of our orders come to us on the order cards 
which the Library makes available to thos. who require them The 
more accurate and complete the information on these cards is, the 
more rapidly the Acquisitions Division can process them: check to be 
sure we do not have the book; that it is not already on order; that 
the bibliographical information is correct. Official orders are then 
made up. If th: book is apparently in print ir this country, the 
orders go to ».ur dealer, The bulk of our orders cannot, however, be 
filled from his stock, and the orders will be sent on by the book 
dealer to the publishers, Why so? “hy docsn't the Library order 
dircctly from the publishers and save this extra step? The answer 

is that book dealers reccive a discount from list price of about 

40%; librarics get Educational Discount of ebout 20%. Since the 
orders which emanate from our jcquisitions Division contain complcte 
bibliographical information, the dealer can send them out without 
checking on his part. For this reason the Library receives a dise 
count in the neighborhood of 30% from list pricc, or 10% more than 

it could secure directly from the publishers, During the course of 

a year this mcans that we are able to buy many more books for our 
money, It should be emphasized that the larger part of the delay 
occurs while the dealer's order is in the hands of the publisher, 

so that ordering directly from the publisher would save us only 

three or four days. The bulk of sur orders are of the type de- 
scribed abovc, Other important categorics arc; forcign books ordcred 
from abroad, out-of-print books for which we must search in the 
second-hand market, and orders made up from special catalogs of 
domestic and foreign dealers, 


Each of tnese has some "dclay-naking"charactcristics, The 
factor of dist2nce in the case of forcign books is obvious. lost 
people who order books from the continent know that they come in 
wrappers; that is, they arc paper bound and carry only cnough 
stitching to last them to the hands of the sinder, 


Outeof-print books are searched for in a varicty of ways, but 
there is one certainty, You can't tell how long it will take. Curi- 
ously, recent books put out in the small quickly-cxhausted editions 
of the war and postewar poriod are among the hardest to find. They 
haven't had time to find their way into the second-hand stores, 


We endeavor to send out orders from second-hand catalogs the day 
they are turned in, When they are turned in promptly, that is. Aftcr 
they have been out for a week or so, all the cream will have been 
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skimmed, and there is little point in hurrying the order, 


Averting our cyes from the stacks of "continuations" (standing 
orders for subscription sets, yearbooks, publications of learned 
societies, professional organizations, business services, etc.), 
and "inexpensive material" (five hundred postals and letters arc 
sent out each month for pamphlets and other ephomeral stuff), we 
pass from the Acquisitions to the Catalog Division. Here there are 
hundred, maybe thousands, of books waiting for various cataloging 
operationse 


Those who have looked in our card catalog know that most of the 
cards are those printed by the Library of Congress, This practice is 
followed by almost all tho major libraries of the country. The Card 
Service of the Library of Congress supplies cards to the librarics 
having accounts with them at a small percentage over cost. Thus the 
system opcrates to supply printed cards of a high quality at a cost 
substantially less that it would cost us to have them mimcographcd 
or typed. Another advantage is that it is casicr to usu, or modify, 
a prepared card for a book than to accomplish the cntire cataloging 
operation: vorification of author's name; description of the book 
in bibliographical tcrms: assignment of classification number and 
subjcct headings, Since we have ordered the printed cards at the 
same time as the book, for 50% of the new books wo’ have cither thc 
cards or a report from the Library of Congress that thcre will be 

no cards for thc book, 


Under ideal conditions the Catalog Department can keep pace 
with the flood of incoming material, These ideal conditions consist 
of a full staff of both library workors and clvrical helpers, Such 
a statc is scldom realized, for most of the time there ara one or 
two clerical vacancies, quite often a cataloger's position, and 
usually an opening for student help, During times of vacancies, the 
back-log, which wc have always with us, tends to incrcasc. Tho stream 
of:naw books meanders: throngh, but somo of the oldcr matcrial for 
which the demand is less urgent collccts in g.ntle cddics where the 
motion is more apparent than real, whon rescrves have been turned 
in at the Circulation Desk, or a faculty manber makcs a special ro= 
quest, a book can be "rushed" through the Catalog Division in a day, 
If a particularly amibitous student called cach of his profcssors 
before the grades had boon transmitted to the Registrar's office, he 
would be able to have his report much in advance of his classmatcs-- 
at the cost of interrupting sovcral othor pcople's work, An analogy 
to the "rush" books can be drawn: such operations tend to intcrrupt 
the flow of work of soveral pcople and have the effect of delaying 
the orderly progress of the bulk of the work, For this reason we 
like to hold "rush" books down to the minimum 


Perhaps cnough has been said to show that the answer to "Why 
docs it take so long?" is not malice or lazincss or cven that the 
Library staff is sitting around reading all thc good new books. 
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Factors in the book trade, the labor market, the paper trade, the book 
binders, combine to create a state of affairs in which several months 
are required between the presentation of the order card and the de= 
livery of the cataloged book, Any substantial saving of timc, given 
our present physical cstablishment and number of cmployecs, could 
only be accomplished at a sacrifice in quality of cataloging which 
faculty members would be the first to deplore. Improvements which 
can be brought about by re-examination of our processes and rou-= 
tines will continue to be made. We say, "It doesn't take as long 
as it used wins Univ library
